Greeting! I just returned from the shack of a local ham who is also 
active in Air Force MARS, and he was telling me about a surplus antenna 
that is being offered to the MARS ops (not the General Public yet, so I 
understand) 


The is a 4-loop NVIS antenna covering 1.5 MHz to 32 MHz WITHOUT a 
TUNER! !!, or so the claim goes... 


Looking at the drawing that Otto, WB2RIJB had, it appeard to be a pair of 
low, phat dipoles with a counterpoise to enhance the high-angle radiation 
on the lower HF and the MF spectrum. No firm dimensions, but from the 
photo and drawing(s), the mast is about 27 - 30 feet, there is a 1' x 1' 
x 2' box at the top to hold the connectors and a balun, a RG-214/U 
feedline (to the 6 x 6 truck-mounted radio enclosure!) and the loops and 
caternaries (sp?). 


The loops are each about 40 feet in the long dimension and 12 - 15 feet 

wide, diamond-shaped and are used as big, FAT wires for the dipole legs. 
All four are identical. This would result in a very Low-Q dipole with a 
phenominal bandwidth! 


The counterpoise is four braided copper cables, about #4 that run under 
the loops. They are just laid on the ground. 


>From the observations on the 181 AirForce/Army MARS net (4500 KHz or 
thereabouts) the antenna outperforms the other typical home station 
antennae by an S-unit or 2, and the SWR is under 1.8:1 across the 160 - 
10 Meter bands. 


Any Desert Storm vets out there with direct experience with this antenna? 
I don't have the military designator for it (forgot to write it down!)

Folks, 


I scrubbed the PIC code for the CW decoder (QST), built it all into an nice 
diecast aluminum box (used perfboard for the circuitry), fixed a couple of 
minor bugs and voila - CW is now being decoded before my very eyes. 

It's not 100% - takes a bit of time to lock onto the speed (especially if the 
two guys in a QSO or contest exchange are going at different speeds) - 

but it's a great toy! Will make a neat addition to maybe give me a second 
opinion during contest exchanges (is it allowed?).... 


Don't use a newer version of the NE567 chip such as the National 
Semiconductor LMC567CN, it won't work!!! The circuit needs one of 

the older parts. I tried to redesign the caps/res values to suit the newer 
CMOS devices (that use 2X the lock frequency in the VCO) but failed to 
find a suitable working output filter value. Seems the older parts are the 
way to go here. 


I'd be glad to correspond with anyone who's having trouble building one 
or getting it going with their LCD. Mine is a 2 line LCD, but I only have 
one line of 16 working at the moment - I'm working on making it use all 
the LCD....time is my enemy. 


I'll be bringing it along to the NorCal QRP Club meeting tomorrow - I'll 
put a hand key on it and see who can send clean Morse code - and 
we'll flash up a Red Hot NC20 and see what we can find to decode.

I have discovered that the previous owner of the house we are in left me a Yuasa 
YTX12-BS 12V 10AH gel-cell (sitting in a hidden corner). I don't know if it's good 
but will try it and find out. 


My question relates to the charging instructions printed on the battery: "Charge 
at 12V at the amperage and hours stated below: STD.: 1.2Ax5~10h or QUICK : 
5.0Ax1.0h" 


Is there a reason why I cannot safely charge this battery with a charger that 
provides 14.8 V in charge mode and 13.8V in standby mode, with 2.5A current 
capability? What is the reason the manufacturer lists 12V as the charging voltage, 
whereas other manufacturers print the higher voltages on what appear to be 
essentially the same batteries? Is there something different about this battery?

Hi Stan. Keith here in the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamp. 


I hae used the "X"-Beam for 10 and 15 meters in years past, still have 
the parts out in the barn. It played great on both bands, but not both 
at once. I tried stacking the two antennae, and even with a 10 foot 
Spacing, the interaction degraded both. I was able to put a 2-element 6 
Meter beam above the 15 Meter version successfully, but not above the 10 
Meter version. They seem to be touchy in respect to surrounding objects. 


The Front-to-Back ratio is super!, however, there are 2 "minor" lobes at 
about 130 and 230 degrees that are only down about 5 - 7 dB, so from my 
location, when working Europe, I had the Florida/Caribean and Pacific 
NorthWest stations in there about the same strength as the EU's. Still, 
it was a great performer for the minimal cost, and a nice low-visibility 
antenna, too... 


For 10 & 15 Meters, a simple 2-element yagi is just about as easy to 
build, and you can interlase the 10 & 15 Meter antennae on the same boom 
easily. I had such an array back in the 70's, and looking from the 
front, the element order was 15M Driven/10M Driven/10M Reflector/15M 
Reflector, all on a 10 foot boom. Spacing was 0.22-waves DE-REF, and the 
same spacing is what I am using on my 6 Meter yagi now. About 5.5 dB 
forward gain and 10 - 15 dB F/B based on the attenuator in my spectrum 
analyzer. ( only have 0.5 dB steps, so I can't really tell any 
closer...) 


Give is a go with thw X-beam, but also check out the 2-element yagi.

I've only been a ham for two years, and have used a straight key the whole 
time. This weekend, I finally moved up, using the "Poor Man's Paddles" 
designed by N9JXY and described in the July issue of QST magazine. I 
hooked them up to a K1EL keyer. Being a poor man, this suits me well 
because I paid ten dollars for the K1EL chip and PCB and finished the keyer 
with junk box parts and paid one dollar for the double-sided tape to make 
the paddles. 


I filled the Altoids tin base of the keyer with cast lead bullets, but it 
still wouldn't sit still for me, so I clamped it to the desk. It took me 
about an hour to get used to using two controls instead of one, but I got 
to where I could form some readable characters. I tried a few QSOs, and 

overall, my error rate was not much higher than it would be for the same 

speed with a straight key. 


Best of all, I can call CQ with a push of the button! 


I probably would do better with with a real set of paddles. This is 
nothing against N9IJXY's design; rather it's a comment on my execution of 
the design. I think it could be built better by somebody with more fingers 
than thumbs, which I don't have. If anybody has a surplus commercial set 
of paddles, let me know what you'd need to part with them, but remember I'm 
a poor man.

Both the bencher and the bulldog in my opinion are on opposite sides of 
the line. The bencher is a very nice paddle and it is what I use. I have 
tried some others but still like the benchers. Having not tried the Bulldog, 
I probably shouldn't comment on it, but in the pictures, it looks a little 
"cheap". 

It kind of depends on what you are going to use them for and how much 
money you've got laying around. The Bulldog, by far is the winner for price 
and the winner for portability. The Bencher, although more expensive might 
be alittle better made. It will probably last a lifetime but it would 
probably be for "at home" use. 

Another set of paddles that you might want to consider is the electronics 
usa (other known as the Whiterooks product company) MK-44 Pocket Iambic 
Mini-Paddle.

Hello Alan. 


As you have discovered from the responses you are receiving, the selection of 
paddles is an individual thing, and you will get as many different opinions 
as there are brands and models of paddles. Every single brand has its 
supporters or they wouldn't still be in business. 


My advice is to hold off buying until you can try-out several brands - say at 
a hamfest or ham store, and YOU decide which you like the best. Take your 
time and try them all. You wouldn't buy an automobile on another person's 
recommendation alone, and you will spend a lot more years with a good key 
than you will with a given automobile. Although I strongly prefer Vibroplex 
(and I have been pounding brass for more years than I am gonna confess) I 
won't recommend any special brand or model. But I will offer these generic 
tips, and they are probably worth just about what you are paying me for them. 


1. Get the best paddles you can. You need all the help you can get when you 
start. A pro golfer can play a decent round of golf with a putter anda 
baseball bat, but the duffer needs the best clubs available. You don't want 
to have to fight your key. 


2. Set the contacts as close as possible and your springs as loose as you can 
control and get used to them that way. Never use the little knob for sending 
dashes - get your finger tips way out on the end of the plastic. After all, 
you want this to be painless and not tiring, so the less work you have to do, 
the better, faster, and longer you will be sending, and the more you will 
enjoy it. 


3. It is NOT true that the harder you hit the paddles, the further the signal 
will go. If your key tends to move around on your op table, you are whacking 
it too hard. Set your key up so all you have to do is roll your wrist a 
little and wiggle your fingers. An ol' timer, way back in the early 1950's 
told me to think of my key as a lover. Treat it gently, and smoothly. Caress 
it, don't slap it, and it will give you a lifetime of satisfaction. 


4. Spend some time with your paddles before you put them on the air. Few 
things cool down a QSO as fast as a lid who can't control the key. No one 
likes to hear six dits for an "S" or 4 dahs for an "M." Learn to use those 
paddles before you turn them loose on the bands. 


5. Never send faster than you can control your paddles, nor faster than you 
can receive, unless you are specifically invited to do so by the person on 
the other end of the QSO. When you call CQ, you are announcing your receiving 
ability, so no false advertising, please. 


6. If you can't control a straight key and/or comfortably read at least 15 
WPM, forget about the paddles for a little while. You gotta be able to hear 
it in your mind, before you send it. Any time, I will answer a slow smooth 
fist before responding to a sloppy speed merchant. 


I don't want to sound negative about CW. Quite the opposite. I think it is 
the most satisfying and rewarding mode of communication on the air. But I 
think too many hams fail to enjoy it because they get in such a hurry to run 
at 40 wpm they jump beyond their level of competence. Then CW seems like too 
much work and too little enjoyment, so they abandon it. We loose a lot of 
good people that way.

Hi folks! 


After using my 2N2/40 for quite a few QSOs (and having sent the photo and 
logbook entries off to Preston), I decided it was time to see about 
improving the awful sidetone. 


Fiddling with the values in K8IQY's circuit didn't help much. I therefore 
decided that although the idea of actually listening to the transmitter as 
sidetone (it's sort of a realtime sanity check) was good, the terrible 
clicks and raucous tone was interfering with good sending. As far as I'm 


concerned, sidetone is a VERY significant factor in the ability to send with 
a crisp fist. 


My plan was to put together a free-running multivibrator using a pair 
of--what else?--2N2222s. I used the same circuit I've been using for years 
in a handy-dandy handheld signal generator. A suitable circuit is shown in 
"Solid State Design For the Radio Amateur," page 174, figure 75. 


The circuit there uses cross-coupled 2N2222s with 2.2 kohm collector loads, 
and 47 kohm base bias resistors. Two 0.01 uFd caps establish feedback and 
set the tone's frequency. Two 1N914 diodes are in series with each base. 


On my scope, the output waveform is about 3 V p-p and a yukky squarewave, 
which is why the circuit works so well as an all-purpose "quicky" signal 
generator even at RF. The output is loaded with harmonics! 


In any case, I removed Q100 from the collector-to-base (shown in Jim's 
second--alternate--sidetone circuit), leaving Q100 as an audio amplifier 
that's still keyed-off in Transmit mode. In the new set-up, I key the 
multivibrator from the keying line, although I filtered it with a 330 ohm 
series resistor and a 0.05 uFd. bypass capacitor to ground. 


After trying three or four different points to inject the audio, I decided 
that the best-sounding point seemed to be at the hot end of the AF gain pot. 
By the way, because of the high output and harmonics, only a 120 pF coupling 
cap was needed. Anything larger seemed too loud. I connected the pot to the 
hot end of the back-to-back germanium diodes in Jim's clipper circuit. 


Voila! The sidetone is now crisp and clear, although I may adjust the 
feedback caps for a different tone. The 0.01 uFd. jobbies make the tone a 
little too high in frequency for my taste. But it's distinct, crisp, and 
clear--and "follows" the AF gain pot. Yippee! 


The new components are added on a postage stamp-sized scrap of board that's 
soldered to one edge of the main board at right angles. By the way, I have 
another such "daughterboard" soldered on as a metering circuit, and my RF 
output filter also uses a similar arrangement. A tiny ammeter serves to 
monitor the transmitter current, or, at the flick of a switch, it monitors 
the 12 V input source. Going "3-D" saved me real estate. 


The rig now uses 24 transistors, and pulls a bit more current--but the 
sidetone is really nice. If anyone wants the circuit, I'd be happy to fax a 
copy (if I get the time, I'll capture the schematic in OrCAD and create a 
JPEG for eventual posting). 


BTW: You may want to wait a while before adding additional 2N2222s, or any 
other circuitry to Jim's design, so as to remain true to the original 
contest. I guess I now have a 2N2/40-24!

I was thinking of a phase shift oscillator, but wanted to avoid it precisely 
because it puts out a nice clean sinewave! My feeling was that a sinewave 
would be too "soft," but your observation may make it worthwhile. It would 
only be a matter of swapping out the lil’ stamp-sized board and making up 
the tee-oscillator. That's the fun of building your own, isn't it? 


By the way, while testing the new sidetone today I QSO'd two old friends, 
W2DX and W2LYH--both on Long Island, NY. The latter used to be chief 
engineer at the RCA Global Transmitting and Receiving stations on Long 
Island. His equipment is ALL homebrew. His TX runs a pair of 811As on all 
bands, and his receiver uses all tubes. If you ever QSO him and see his 
photographic QSL card of his shack, you'll see a masterpiece array of 
homebrewed gear. 


For his part, W2DX is over 80 years old and still pounds brass QRQ! He had 
no problem copying the lil 2N2/40. My QSO with W2DX was one hour in length.
